Sound  iDarreled  apjDles  rr.r>de  alDOut  the  same  prices  as  last  'veeJx  on  the 
Liverpool  auction  Wednesda-^^  April  8,  accordinxi  to  a  cahle  from  Pred  A.  Motz, 
Fruit  Speciplist  in  Europe  for  tho  Foreign  Service  of  the  De-pprtment  of  A,^- 
riculture.    Ahout  7,000  "barrels  were  offered  at  the  auction.  Those  in  good 
condition  met  with  a  strong  deniand.    The  iriar/cet  could  ahsorh  more  good  "bar- 
reled apples  at  satisf actorj^  prices,  sta.tes  Mr.  Motz.    A  large  amount  of  fruit, 
which  was  in  poor  condition,  sold  for  $3.41  to  $4.38  per  barred.     Slack  bar- 
rels were  discotmted  from  73  cents  to  98  cents  per  barrel  this  week.    The  con- 
dition of  the  barreled  offerings  was  quite  variable.    !Tew  York  Baldwins  in 
particular  were  in- poor  condition  and  Hew  Yoi'k  and  Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  IJew 
hlc-m.pshire  Baldwins  were  only  in  fair  condition.     The  con-.ition  of  Albem.arle 
Pippins,  Rhode  Island  Greenings,  Homes  and  Winesa..ps  was  good  and  all  m.ade 
satisfactory  prices  a.t  the  auction.    With- the  exception  of  Bald^^ans  and  Albe- 
m.arlG  Pippins,  supplies  of  wldch  were  m.oderate,  barrels, were  in  light  to  very 
light  supply.  ; 

Basket  stock  was  very  light  at  the  auction  and  met  with  a  good  demand. 
?Iew  Jersey  ■'yTinesaps,  Com.bination  U.  S.  ITo.  1  ajnd  Utility  if  inch  sold  at 
$2.62  and  Virginia  fFinesaps,  U.  S.  llo.  1,  2r  inch  made  $2.80  per  basket. 


Boxed  apples  m.a.de  quite  Sat isf actorjr  prices  at  the  auction.  Prices 
were  little  chajiged  from^  last  :Tfcek  with  the  exception  of"  Ore'2;on  Uewtowns 
which  declined  slightly.    Abov-t  19,000  boxes  were  offered  at  the  auction. 
The  demand  was  good  for  dessert  apples  and  the  market  remained  steady.  The 
ou.tloo>  continues  favorable  for  boxed  apples.     Some  Australian  apples  were 
sold  this  week  at  high  prices.    These  arrived,  in  good  condition. 

Som.e  !>Tew  England  apples  in  crates  wore  sold  at  the  auction.  Ha.ssa- 
chusetts  Baldwins,  U.  S.  Uo.  1,  2^  inch  made  arou.nd  $2.68,  Unclassified,  2 
inch  around  $1.95,  ajid  2^  inch  about  $2.37.    Massachusetts  Ben  Davis,  U.  S. 
ITo.  1,  2--  inch  m.ade  around  $2.07,  Unclassified,  2-|  inch  about  $2.19  and  2-| 
inch  $2.13.    Baldwins  from  Hew  Kam.pshire,  U.  S.  Ho.  1,  2i  inch  sold  at  $2.43 
to  $2.5h^  Utility,  2t  inch  around  $2.55  and  Uew  Hrunpshire  Ben  Davis  U.  S.. 
no.  1,  2-.-:  inch  at  about  52.13  per  crate. 

At  London  barreled  apples  made  somewhat  better  prices  thar  at  Liver- 
pool, but  boxes  sold  at  slightly  lower  prices.    This  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  the  arrivals  of  Australian  a'pnles,  since  m.ost  of  these  arc  usually 
sold  in  Southern  England,  early  in  the  season.    Barreled  apple  supplies  at 
the  auction  were  light.    Dem^and  was  active  on  high,  grade  fruit  br-t  consider- 
able Quantities  were  in  poor  condition.     Supplies  of  boxed  apples  were  mod- 
erate and  inquiry  good.
